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Remarks 

Status of the Claims 

By this response, claim 1 has been amended. No new matter has been entered. 
Accordingly, claims 1-1 1 are pending in the present application. 

Rejections Pursuant to 35 U.S.C. §102 

In the Office Action mailed 1 7 January 2008 and made final, claims 1 -3 were 

rejected as anticipated by Cass et al. (USP 6,312,906), and claims 1-1 1 were rejected 
as anticipated by Lakowicz (USP Appln. 2002/0160440). 

In view of these rejections, claim 1 has been amended to recite, inter alia, the 
limitations of "causing a redox reaction by contacting a sample containing the analyte 
with a detection reagent," and "detecting the presence of the analyte as a result of the 
redox reaction and based on the fluorescence emission light emitted by the sample." 

Neither Cass nor Lakowicz discloses (or even suggests) such limitations. 

Applicants respectfully request that these rejections be withdrawn.
